No. 1604 SW (4) -2004 .- In partialmodification of Haryana Governrnent, Social Welfare Department, Notification 
No.3825-SW - 2-72 / 14447 ,dated 29th August, 1972 , theGovernor of Haryana is pleased to make the following amendments 
in " the Rules for the Homes for Widows and Destitute Women " : 

1. These Rules shall be called " The Rules for the Horne for Widows and Destitute Women " ( Third 

Amendment) Rules, 2004 . 

2. The Section ( iv ) of Rule (2 ) shall be substituted as under :-- 
Dependents of persons in categories (i) and ( ii) under both headings include wives, unmarried daughters and 
sons (upto the age of 14 years). In case of girls they may be maintained upto the age of 25 years or till their marriage or 
upto the date they are employed ,whichever is earlier.
